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Examination is continued under 37 CFR 1.114. 
Claims 1-5, 9 and 10 are allowed over the art of record. 

Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first, second and fourth paragraphs. It is 
unclear how claims 1 1-13 and 15 fiirther limit the subject matter of the "semiconductor device" of 
claim 1, and the claims are confusing. As claimed, the "circuit board" (claim 11), "electro-optical 
device" (claims 12, 13) and "electronic apparatus" (claim 15) are not the "semiconductor device". It is 
suggested that claims 1 1 - 1 3 and 1 5 each be put in completed form as independent claims including all 
limitations of claims 1, 11; 1, 11,12; 1, 13; 1, 11, 12, 15. 

The specification does not clearly describe the "circuit board" (claims 11, 12) and "shift 
registers, level shifters, buffer circuits, and analog switches" (claim 13) so as to enable any person 
skilled in the art to make and use the claimed inventions with the "semiconductor device" of claim 1 . 
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
